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WE  FORGET 


As  we  approach  our  100th  year  of  pro- 
gressive, successful,  and  quahty  Chris- 
tian Education,  we  pause  now,  in  1991, 
to  reflect  on  the  year  of  our  birth,  1896, 
95  years  ago. 

It  is  altogether  commendable  that  the 
1991  Yearbook  Editor  chose  to  include  in 
this  masterful  prologue  of  accomplish- 
ments of  both  the  students  and  the  col- 
lege, a  bit  of  historical  information 
which  depicts  the  formative  years  of  our 
existence. 

Lest  We  Forget,  from  the  rise  of  the 
Morning  Star  Boat  in  1895  which 
brought  education  to  the  newly  freed 
slaves  in  Mississippi  to  the  visit  of  Ellen 
G.  White  on  our  campus  in  1904,  Oak- 
wood  College  was  destined  by  divine 
appointment  to  be  a  dynamic  force  in  the 
academic  preparation  of  Black  young 
people  who  would  become  "FINISH- 
ERS" of  God's  work  on  this  earth. 

The  richness  of  our  heritage  prompts 
us  to  retain  great  pride  in  our  institu- 
tion. Such  pride  creates  a  desire  to  re- 
search its  history,  to  reexamine  its  prin- 
ciples, and  to  receive  from  it,  encourage- 
ment and  direction  for  the  future. 

Researching  Oakwood's  history  will 
reveal  that  Ellen  G.  White,  our  Church's 
prophetess  and  counselor,  was  "taken 
from  place  to  place  in  the  night  season" 
and  was  shown  Graysville  (Southern 
College)  and  Huntville  (Oakwood  Col- 
lege) in  a  vision.  (Manuscript  No.  106) 
Her  profound  interest  in  Oakwood  was 
indicated  by  her  visit  to  this  campus  in 
1904  when  she  spoke  to  the  students  and 
the  faculty,  saying,  "I  am  so  pleased  to 
see  the  colored  students  who  are  here 
today  ...  He  (the  Lord)  has  given  you 
talents  to  be  improved.  He  has  bestowed 
on  the  colored  race  some  of  the  best  and 
highest  talents."  Continuing,  she  said, 
"The  Huntsville  school  is  a  most  beauti- 
ful place."  That  was  in  1904. 

However,  lest  we  forget,  95  years  ago 
Oakwood  College's  land  was  wild  and 
primitive.  It  was  described  as  looking 
like  the  Florida  jungles  by  our  first  prin- 
/cipal,  Solon  M.  Jacobs.  The  old  planta- 
tion had  once  been  a  beautiful  and  fer- 
tile place,  but  it  had  fallen  on  evil  times. 
The  grove  of  great  oak  trees  which  gave 
the  school  its  name,  had  been  neglected 
until  it  was  a  mass  of  briars  and  brush 
and  low-hanging  limbs.  The  old  mansion 
house  was  in  sad  disrepair,  and  the  long 
row  of  slave  cabins,  built  of  squared 
cedar  logs  planted  upright  in  the  ground 
and  clapboard  (five  of  them,  so  built;  the 
other  four  were  ordinary  log  cabins), 
were  decaying  and  dropping  to  pieces. 
Even  the  well  nearest  the  house,  which 
rumor  said  had  been  the  burial  place  of  a 
Yankee  cavalryman,  was  broken  down 
and  choked  with  debris,  and  the  old  barn 
was  leaning  to  a  threatened  fall.  It  was  a 
.place  to  begin  at  the  bottom.  In  1896,  at 
the  first  sight  of  this  place,  J.J.  Mitchell 
of  California,  the  first  college  manager, 
resigned,  and  Elder  Grant  Adkins,  of 
^Atlanta  took  temporary  charge  until 


Jacobs  of  Iowa  was  induced  to  under- 
take the  job. 

The  360  acres  purchased  for  $6,700  by 
the  General  Conference  in  1895  was  to  be 
used  as  an  industrial,  normal,  and  theo- 
logical school  for  the  "Negro"  race. 
Elder  G.A.  Irwin  put  on  his  overalls  and 
worked  for  two  days  clearing  the  well, 
digging  through  seventeen  feet  of  mud 
mixed  with  knives,  pitchforks,  rocks,  etc. 
George  Graham  from  Birmingham  and 
Grant  Royston  of  Vicksburg,  two  stu- 
dents, arrived  six  months  before  the  offi- 
cial school  opening  day  to  help  prepare 
the  grounds  for  school. 

The  "Huntsville  School"  as  Ellen  G. 
White  called  it,  soon  became  the  "Oak- 
wood  Industrial  School,"  the  "Hunts- 
ville Training  School,"  the  "Oakwood 
Manual  Training  School,"  the  "Oak- 
wood  Junior  College,"  and  1945,  Oak- 
wood  College. 

Early  educational  curriculum  consist- 
ed of  doing  necessary  and  profitable 
work.  The  young  women  were  employed 
in  housekeeping,  cooking,  laundry,  and 
light  work  in  gardening  and  sewing.  The 
young  men,  employed  chiefly  on  the 
farm,  were  taught  improved  methods  of 
agriculture,  carpentry,  masonry,  and 
the  building  trades.  The  academics  were 
taught  at  night.  There  were  only  4  stu- 
dents in  the  spring  and  summer  of  1896, 
but  when  school  opened  on  Nov.  16, 1896, 
sixteen  students  enrolled  and  paid  a  tui- 
tion of  $8.00  per  month. 

The  early  years  of  the  Oakwood  School 
were  marked  by  hard  work.  Every  fea- 
ture of  school  life  was  characterized  by 
hard  work.  Diligence,  application,  faith- 
fulness, carefulness,  and  thoroughness 
were  tenets  of  faith  in  this  very  unique 
school.  The  powerful,  positive  influence 
of  the  training  they  received  here  went 
with  the  students  as  they  left  these  hal- 
lowed grounds  for  wider  service  in  God's 
vineyard. 

Emphasis  in  the  early  years  was 
placed  upon  making  the  best  of  meager 
facilities  and  the  value  of  hard  practical 
labor.  While  the  students  worked,  build- 
ing buildings,  constructing  living  and 
teaching  facilities,  they  were  also  build- 
ing themselves  as  strong  and  positive 
Christian  young  men  and  women. 

As  we  peruse  these  few  pages  of  our 
inexhaustible  history,  we  will  find  that 
this  Yearbook  heralds  the  contributions 
of  only  a  few  of  those  who  played  a  prom- 
inent role  in  the  formative  years  of  Oak- 
wood's  development.  This  "birds-eye" 
view  of  Oakwood's  pioneering  days 
traces  our  college's  history  through  the 
medium  of  photographs,  some  of  which 
are  almost  90  years  old.  May  the  past  be- 
come very  real  to  us  and  inspire  us  to 
have  a  greater  appreciation  for  "What 
God  has  wrought"  and  for  what  He  is 
and  will  do  for  this  institution.

X  he  book  of  Ecclesiastes  says 
that  there  is  a  time  for  everything 
under  the  sun,  including  a  time  to 
weep  and  a  time  to  laugh.  Not 
enough  thought  is  given  to  the 
significance,  importance,  or  value 
of  time.  Among  blacks,  in  particu- 
lar, there  seems  to  be  indifference 
to  the  importance  of  time.  The 
term  CPT  (colored  people  time)  is 
often  used  by  blacks  themselves 
to  make  light  of  their  lack  of  con- 
cern about  time.  Too  often  they 
care  little  when  a  program  begins 
or  when  it  ends.  Their  programs 
can  start  anytime  and  go  on  end- 
lessly, and  no  one  seems  to  care. 
The  credibility  of  one's  Christian 
experience  may  even  be  at  risk  if 
he  dares  declare  that  there  is  a 
time  to  begin  a  church  service  and 
that  there  is  a  time  to  end  it.  But 
there  is  time  for  everything. 

Because  a  merry  heart  does 
good  like  a  medicine,  there  are 
those  who  would  spend  all  their 
days  in  laughter.  Undoubtedly,  it 
is  most  beneficial  to  have  an  opti- 
mistic outlook  on  life,  to  cultivate 
a  cheery  disposition,  to  smile 
readily,  and  to  laugh  easily.  It  is 
imperative  that  the  practising 
Christian  be  cheerful  and  live  by 
the  proposition  that  all  things 
work  together  for  good.  But  this 
does  not  mean  that  there  are  no 
times  for  serious  meditation  or 
even  for  weeping.  Serious  medita- 
tion and  weeping  can  be  therapeu- 
tic. Jesus  wept  when  Lazarus 
died,  and  he  wept  again  when  he 


contemplated  the  condition  of 
Jerusalem.  Jesus  did  not  end  up  in 
an  ulcer  ward  in  a  Palestinian 
hospital.  There  is  a  time  for  tears. 
There  is  need  also  to  recognize 
that  there  is  a  time  for  growing 
up.  Some  children  are  forced  to 
grow  up  too  fast  and  to  take  on  the 
burdens  and  problems  of  adult  life 
before  they  are  ready  for  these 
matters.  High  school  and  early 
college  days  should  be  the  most 
pleasant  and  enjoyable  days  of 
one's  life.  These  days  are  not  the 
time  to  be  burdened  with  credit 
card  bills,  other  kinds  of  install- 
ment payments,  and  crying  babies. 
These  are  not  days  for  fighting 
alcoholism,  drug  addiction,  and 
sexually  transmitted  diseases. 
These  are  days  for  growing  up  —  a 
time  for  learning  to  make  mature 
judgements  while  enjoying  life. 

But  just  as  there  is  a  time  for 
growing  up,  there  is  a  time  to  be 
grown  up.  Some  adults  act  as  if 
they  are  still  growing  up.  They 
shun  the  responsibilities  to  adult- 
hood and  giggle  themselves  back 
into  adolescence.  They  sleep  when 
they  ought  to  be  awake.  They  play 
when  they  ought  to  be  working. 
They  fail  to  make  the  most  of  op- 
portunities and  live  their  lives  out 
in  "shallows  and  in  miseries". 
Shakespeare  said: 

There  is  a  tide  in  the  affairs  of 

men, 

which  taken  at  the  flood  leads 

on  to  fortune; 

Omitted,  all  the  voyage  of  their 

life 


Is  bound  in  shallows  and  in  mis- 
eries. 
There  is  a  time  to  be  an  adult,  to 
make  important  decisions  about 
life,  and  to  seize  opportunities  for 
advancement. 

Since  there  is  a  time  for  every- 
thing under  the  sun,  you  and  I 
should  be  asking  ourselves  what 
time  it  is.  Those  of  us  at  Oakwood 
College  should  agree  that  it  is 
time  for  us  to  accept  the  challenge 
to  strive  for  academic  excellence. 
No  more  should  we  smile  wryly 
when  people  refer  to  us  as  "Joke- 
wood".  That  time  has  passed.  No 
longer  should  we  be  satisfied  with 
academic  mediocrity.  It  is  time  to 
be  proud  of  the  achievements  of 
those  who  have  gone  before  and 
distinguished  themselves  aca- 
demically, but  it  is  not  time  for  us 
to  be  content  with  their  laurels. 
We  must  continue  the  grand  tradi- 
tion and  seek  to  do  even  better. 

What  time  is  it?  It  is  time  for  us 
to  examine  ourselves  to  see  if  we 
are  still  in  the  Faith.  It  is  time  for 
us  to  receive  the  best  education 
possible  so  that  we  can  help  pre- 
pare others  for  Christ's  advent. 
Some  of  the  hottest  books  on  the 
market  now  are  books  on  eschatol- 
ogy.  It  is  time  for  us  to  be  able  to 
give  a  good  reason  for  the  hope 
that  is  within  us.  It  is  time  for  us 
to  be  better  students,  better 
teachers,  better  people,  better 
Christians  today  than  we  were 
yesterday,  for  it  is  almost  time  for 
Christ  to  come.

-t  is  February,  1990.  Joseph 
Shabalala,  the  leader  of  Lady- 
smith  Black  Mambazo,  sits  in 
his  tour  bus  watching  a  news 
broadcast  outside  a  Sag  Harbor, 
N.Y.,  performance  spot  where 
his  internationally-acclaimed 
vocal  group  will  perform  in  a  few 
hours'  time. 

"This  is  wonderful!"  he  ex- 
claims, his  eyes  lit  with  excite- 
ment. 

Dramatic  movements  have 
been  shaking  South  African  so- 
ciety to  its  roots.  Although  he  is 
in  America  on  this,  the  group's 
fourth  headlining  tour  of  the 
States,  his  heart  beats  to  the 
beat  of  South  Africa,  12,000 
miles  away.  Nelson  Mandela  is 
to  be  released  within  hours. 

The  traditional  music  sung  by 
Ladysmith  Black  Mambazo  was 
born  in  the  mines  of  South  Afri- 
ca. Called  "isicathamiya,"  it  was 
sung  by  black  workers  who  were 
taken  by  rail  to  mines  far  away 
from  their  homes  and  families, 
where  they  were  housed  poorly 
and  paid  worse.  After  a  six-day 
work  week,  they  would  enter- 
tain themselves  by  singing 
songs  and  dancing  into  the  wee 
hours  of  Saturday  night.  "Cot- 
hoza  Mfana"  the  workers  called 
it.  The  name  means  to  "lightly 


walking  on  toes,"  for  they  would 
perfect  their  steps  at  night  dur- 
ing the  week  while  camp  guards 
policed  the  barracks  and  silence 
was  mandatory. 

The  group's  name  means  the 
"Black  Axe  of  Ladysmith"  —  an 
epithet  they  earned  by  consis- 
tently mowing  down  rival 
groups  at  the  fierce  singing  com- 
petitions where  the  acapella 
song  form  is  demonstrated  for 
the  local  citizenry.  Soon  they 
were  forbidden  to  join  the  com- 
petitions entirely!  They  were 
simply  in  a  class  by  themselves. 

Success  in  Africa  came  to 
Ladysmith  Black  Mambazo  in 
the  early  70's,  but  not  until  1985 
did  Joseph  receive  a  call  from 
Paul  Simon.  The  English  word 
"Graceland"  would  become  a 
permanent  fixture  of  the 
group's  vocabulary.  The  1987 
Graceland  World  Tour  introduc- 
ed the  South  Africa  singers  to  a 
whole  new  spectrum  of  people 
and  quickly  brought  the  group 
international  fame. 

For  the  last  three  years, 
Joseph  Shabalala  has  led  his 
group  of  nine  singers  around  the 
world  singing  isicathimayia 
music  in  places  as  diverse  as  a 
North  Carolina  prison,  a  high 
school  in  Ketchum,  Idaho,  and 


New  York's  Cathedral  of  St. 
John  the  Divine.  Appearances 
on  Sesame  Street,  Saturday 
Night  Live  and  the  Tonight 
Show,  and  the  use  of  their  song 
"Rain  Rain"  as  the  soundtrack 
to  an  award-winning  commer- 
cial for  7-Up,  have  made  them 
familiar  faces  and  voices  to  U.S. 
television  viewers  in  the  last 
three  years.  Their  appearance 
in  Michael  Jackson's  Moonwalk- 
er,  video  last  year  made  critics 
rave  and,  coupled  with  their 
soundtrack  performance  in  the 
Paramount  film  Coming  To 
America,  made  them  an  ongoing 
presence  in  contemporary  cul- 
ture. Their  performance  last 
year  in  the  closing  ceremonials 
of  the  French  Bicentennial  was 
heralded  by  the  French  organiz- 
ers of  that  event  as  perhaps  the 
most  stirring  performance  of 
the  entire  celebration.  Tours  of 
the  U.S.  and  Canada,  Europe, 
Australia  and,  most  recently, 
Japan  have  been  received  by 
sold  out  houses  all  over  the 
globe. 

Now,  28  albums  after  their 
first  recording,  they  remain  one 
of  Africa's  most  acclaimed  ar- 
tists, having  sold  over  two  mil- 
lion records  on  that  continent 
alone.

On  Thursday,  October  18,  1990, 
Oakwood  College  Arts  &  Lectures 
sponsored  young  Suzuki  students. 

Can  you  imagine  2,000  young 
violinists,  aged  3  to  13,  playing 
Vivaldi,  Bach,  Mozart  and 
Beethoven  in  a  hall  the  size  of 
Madison  Square  Garden?  Not  so 
far-fetched  an  idea  as  it  might  seem, 
for  each  spring  at  the  National 
Talent  Education  Concert  in  Japan, 
more  than  2,000  tiny  musicians, 
students  of  Shinichi  Suzuki  himself 
or  of  Suzuki-trained  teachers,  gather 
in  the  Tokyo  Sports  Palace  to 
present  their  annual  concert. 

Since  1964  a  group  of  young 
Suzuki  students  from  Japan  has 
toured  the  United  States  each 
autumn,  and  now  that  news  of  Dr. 
Suzuki's  achievements  has  spread 
world-wide,  these  tours  are  often 
extended  to  include  Canada,  various 
European  or  Latin  American 
countries,  or  Australia  and  New 
Zealand.  Everywhere  these  Japanese 
children  delight  their  audiences  with 
their  fine  musicianship,  the  accuracy 
of  their  playing,  and  the  beauty  of 
their  intonation. 

Although  Dr.  Suzuki  first  became 
famous  through  the  achievement  of 
his  violin  students,  he  has  now 
extended  his  method  of  instruction, 
which  he  calls  "Talent  Education," 
to  include  piano  and  flute  as  well  as 
the  other  stringed  instruments.
